Spirituality

Your spiritual vision may 
seem to be perfectly clear to 
those around you, and you, 
yourself may be unconscious of 
some of the little hindrances but 
listen! get humble and still be- 
fore God and let the X-ray of 
God search out all. imperfec- 
tions. Just as the sun streams 
through the window and re- 
veals the little microbes that 
could not be seen until the sun 
streams in, just so the X-rays of 
the precious Spirit will reveal 
little things that Paul said, “I 
die daily to.” So let us look 
and see what some of these hin- 
drances are. 

1—Jealousy. Jealous of one an- 

other. Did you ever see preach- 
ers get a jealous spirit of one 
another; all because one could 
talk or give out the message 
with more power and receive 
more money and get people 
saved when they had failed, etc? 
Some members get jealous be- 
cause they can’t do as well as 
others, and others think more 
of them. I have known the 
first break toward backsliding 
to start in this way: because the 
preacher called on some one else 
to pray and did not ask him. lt 
is only a trick of the enemy to 
get one to notice such, but it 
will sap your spiritual life just 
the same. : 

2 — Selfishness is among 
saints. If you should tell them 
that this thing existed they 
would feel hurt, but one that is 
truly spiritual can see these im- 
perfections. We _ notice little 
things in the spiritual life that 
hinders, indeed, they can’t hard- 
ly keep their experience, we 
hear them say, “The way is so 
hard, I can hardly stand,” and 
no wonder there is something in 
your life that is sapping your 
victory. 

Did you ever see a_ service 
hindered with these kind of 
things? Yes. 


Did you ever see a_ brother 





ruin his service and grieve the 
Spirit by a few words of ‘self- 
ish boasting, or divert the at- 
tention of his people’ by some 
remark out of season, and then 
wonder what was the matter | 
with the service? Old self! 
sticks up his shiny head in so 
many different ways; trying to 
be first and get the best in ev- 
erything, looking out for No. 1. 
If you want to give a good test 
on these things, proclaim a fast 
and see if some of the saints 
that shout the most and jump 
the highest are not the ones 
that eat first, and pray the least. 

3 — Self-righteousness. This 
monster will retard spirituality; 
keep the soul from getting hum- 
ble and feeding on God’s truths; 
will cause you to be lean and 
stunted and only a_ dwarf. 
Spiritually it is one of the hard- 
est evils to see that any one has 
to contend with, because no one 
can teach you anything: you 
know all about everything that 
is worth knowing and that kind 
ofa soulis hard indeed to 
reach. 

4—Love of money. This takes 
in so many evils, hinders so 
much soul saving work. The 
preacher sometimes gets so 
much love for money in his 
heart, thet souls are lost on ac- 





count of it. In going to a place 


they hesitate and sometimes 
draw back. This is one of the 
greatest hindrances to revival 
work. So many are out in the 
gospel work that have not the 
work at heart, this too is the 
cause of failure. 

5—Love of the world. To be 
worldly minded is to act like the 
world, dress like the world and 
talk like the world. Some will 
say, “certain saints have no sal- 
vation at all,” yes, they seem to 
have the real experience and 


really paid the price but Satan 


soon set his snares for their feet 
and they soon forget they have 
been purged from their sins. 

6—Lovers of pleasures more 
than lovers of God. Do we see 
this? Yes, right in the Church 
of God, just to have ease and 
comfort, plenty to eat and wear, 
a good way to go. Thinking of 
self and living for self will be an 
unfruitful tree. They that sow 
to the flesh will of the flesh 
reap corruption. 

7—Failure to watch. Jesus 
said, “Watch and pray, lest ye 
enter into temptation,” and 
failure to watch causes great 
loss sometimes. 


Sometimes you feel so light 
and have such great victory and 
can hardly wait to get to ser- 
vice to testify and tell what God 
has done for you, then after 
you get started and meet with 
some one and they just say 
something about Mr. and Mrs. 
A. and what Mr. and Mrs. A, 
said about some one else, you 
probably don’t say anything 
yourself, but you listen to it, 
and can’t keep from hearing it 
but you fail to watch and pray, 
until your soul is empty, your 
testimony is gone and you are 
cheated out of a blessing just 
because you wasn’t on guard. 

8—Doubts. This is one of the 
greatest evils we have to con- 
tend with among the _ saints. 
Just a doubt entertained in the 
heart will destroy your peace 
and start division and evil work 
among the saints. Doubts about 


.the Church of God or some 


point will cause you to begin to 
hunt up points in the Scripture 
to justify your own belief, fel- 
lowship soon goes and love 
wanes. This doubt is like a 
worm in the heart of an apple, 
it can hardly be detected from 
the outside but the inside is full 
of rottenness. Do not allow a 
doubt to get in your heart, it 
will ruin you. Some one said, 
“One has no more room _ to 
doubt than to steal a horse.” It 
is a very small thing but it will 


strand your vessel as sure as’ 


you harbor it in your heart. 

9—Effort. This is one among 
the greatest hindrances to our 
spiritual life. Any one can 
drift down stream without any 
effort, but it takes grit and 
backbone and perseverance to 
row up stream. So many have 
gone to hell by not making any 
effort to keep his lamp burning. 
They just had a good intention 
to keep on. I tell you brother 
and sister hell is paved with 
“good intentions.” 

The blackest sinner did not 
intend to go to hell, even the 
drunkard expects sometime to 
get salvation and go to heaven,

| is willing to divide with the or- 
phans. I think many times, the 
widow’s mite is sent here. God 
is taking note of it all, and I 
covet only, the approval of the 
unseen eye, on all that is being 
done. HE KNOWS. 

We do want you dear ones to 
know, and would be glad we 
could express to you how very 
much we do appreciate your 
kindness in sending the many 
good things you have sent, such 
as canned and dried friut; jams, 
jellies, clothes, shoes, stockings, 
pencils, tablets, thread, buttons, 
sheets, quilts, cases, 
pins, shoe strings, handker- 
chiefs, groceries, and oh, such 
fine oranges from Florida for 
Christmas, also the nice Christ- 
mas candy and nuts from dif- 
ferent ones, and cards with ex- 
pressions of your love, with sea- 
son’s greetings. . 

We had a tree in each of the 
three homes for the children, 
and all enjoyed it, and best of 
all, we were ALL WELL, and 
able to enjoy the season’s 
treats. We do praise the Lord 
for the children’s health. It is 
wonderful how well we have all 
been this winter, except some 
cases of mumps. We have ta- 
ken in seven children since the 
Assembly and we need your 
prayers aS much as your sup- 
port, for the responsibility is 
great. 

O, dear ones if we ever were 
honest with God our fellowmen, 
and ourselves let, it be NOW, so 
much depends on God’s FAITH- 
FUL FEW. There is so much 
deceit, untruthfulness, and com- 
promise and Jesus coming so 
soon, Oh, let us be ready in 
deed and in truth to go on and 
be with Jesus, as Letha, the crip- 
pled girl did. Many of you know 
she developed T. B. and was 
placed with good care, in pri- 
vate apartments January 1, 1924 
and went to be with Jesus, June 
8, 1924. 

She was a faithful child of 
God and loved to go to services, 
especially the sisters’ meeting 
better than anything else. She 
called for me shortly before she 
passed away, and said, “Mother, 
I’m ready to go, praise the 
Lord.” Said it plain and clear, 
though very weak and we be- 
lieve she was. O, let us be very 
diligent about the master’s busi- 
ness, wherever our lot is cast or 
our little corner to fill, that we 
too, may be ready when the 
summons comes. We were glad 
to greet the many dear saints at 
the Assembly and grateful for 
their kind words, appreciation 
and loving expressions by many 
and hope to meet all of you 
again. Let us pray much one 
for another that our faith fail 
not, but prove ourselves, work- 
ers that needeth not to be 
ashamed. I desire the prayers 
of all for it means much to 


be an overcomer, and to have 
wisdom especially in dealing 
with children. SO many de- 
mands, so many requirements. 
Then to see that each child is 
supplied with the needful arti- 
cles of food, clothes and etc. 
School supplies amounts to 
more than one would think for. 
We have paid $68.60 for shoe 
mending alone, since the Assem- 
bly up to this date and this is 
with 20 percent discount. 

We buy butter 25 to 35 pounds 
at a time; flour by the barrel: 
meal by the bushel; tons of 
coal; milk by the gallon; soap 
by the case, and our washing 
for labor alone, cost between 
$32.00 to $35.00 per month, be- 
sides soap, powder, starch, fuel 
and water. 

Sewing bills and groceries are 
the main bills besides the many 
extras continually, but Iam glad 
to ‘tell you that we do not waste 
any of the food you send us, nor 
what we buy. We feed the 
children a good substantial diet 
that helps to keep them well. 
Not one time this winter have I 
had to be up at night with a 
child, and have had' fifteen girls 
here all winter. I say this for 
the glory of God and praise Him 
for the health He gives them. 

Pach morning at 6:30, at the 
tap of the bell, all find their 
places in a circle around the 
fire in the front room, dressed, 
washed and combed, then a 
song, a verse or more, then the 
Sunday school lesson in concert, 
subject, golden text, leading
